A Stennis amendment to the bill 
would allow an increase of 25 mil- 
lion dollars in the total lending 
authority of the Farmer’s Home 
Administration in order to accom- 
modate a large backlog of loan 
applications from farmers and 
others in rural areas.

Only four of them - three red 
fescuse, Pennlawn, Dllahee, and 
common; and chewings fecue - 
gave results comparable to rye- 
grass. none performed as well as 
ryegrass but the fescues did much 
less damage to the permanent sod. 


More extensive tests were made 
in the winter of 1962-63. 


W. R. Thompson, Jr., agronomist

During both of these tests, rye- 
grass produced a turf more quickly’ 
than other species tested.
